SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Ribald Issue No 891 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is objectionable because it promotes and supports the use of urine and 
excrement in association with sexual conduct. There are seven personal 
advertisements which expressly convey the advertisers’ desire to engage in sexual 
activity with prospective partners involving urine and excrement. These 
advertisements are spread throughout a 12 page section which is a significant amount 
of the magazine, and therefore one of the main selling points of the magazine. The 
magazine as a whole is intended to sexually arouse its reader. Therefore, references 
to the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual activity, of the kind in 
Ribald Issue No 891, promote and support this notion. 

The use of urine and excrement in association with sexual conduct is s3(2) criteria of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) is adeeming 
provision which is inconsistent with the right to freedom of expression as outlined in 
si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore si4 of the 
NZBR Act does not apply to this magazine. 
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
